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HAY-MARKET. 

THERE was a numerous and respectable looking audience here on 
Saturday, attracted we suppose by Exchange no Robbery, and want+ 
ing to eatch a glimpse of Peter Fin before he goes the way of all flesh 
(and fish) but John Buzzby could have had little hand in drawing 
them there, we aré quite certain. Lieron’s acting in Sam Swipes, in 
the first-named piece, is what we call ereat. It may not be so 
elevated an exertion of mind as the Penruddock and other parts of 
the Inte John Kemble, (he is dead to us) nor as Kran’s Othello: but 
it stands in the same situation with regard to them as Hudibras does 
to Paradise Lost, (which may perhaps be going too high) o: Peter 
Piudar to Wordsworth, or Hogarth to Michael Angelo. The result is 
diferent in each of these instances, as they operate variously upog 
our feelings: but it requires nearly the same measure of genius to 
produce them, only of a different quality. On the one side we 
have the highest attributes of our nature called into action, by the 
force of intellect, and a literal transcript of our lowest feelings aud 
propensities on the other—admiration is equally excited by both. 
We could almost hate Liston for giving us so perfect a copy of the 
human animal in its most debased and vulgar state—but we know him 
to be so different a being himself—and he renders this specimen as 
overpoweringly langhable as in real existence it would be disgusting. To 
think of the wide differencé, as it is here shewn, in playing a part 
natarally and comically! 

Mr. W. West does the young cockney in John Buxeby indifferently ; 
we dare say there may be many fools found whom he resembles id 
it, but nevertheless, his Cockney, is not to be laughed at. By the 
bye, Peter Fin turns out to be a translation from the French by Mr. 
C. Joxes of this Theatre, the husband of the little comfortable lady 
who played Lucy in The Beggars’ Opera, &c. He was said to belong 
to the Edinburgh Stage, which we suppose was to save his blughes, 
as he comes on with a message in his own Farce. 





ENGLISH OPERA HOUSE, 


Tar Opera of The Duenxa was acted here on Saturday evening, 
on which occasion .Wr. Pearman performed for the first time this 
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season, having recovered frum a severe indispogition. He represented 
Carlos, and gave the songs with highly pleasing effect. This gentle- 
man’s voice has points of resemblance to Mr. Branan’s; but bis 
falsetto is deficient in vigour, and forms a singular contrast to the 
energetic powers he possesses‘in his other notes. “He sings with 
great taste and precision. He gave “ Had I heart for falsehood 
frem’d” in a delightful manner, and also, “ Ah sure a pair were 
never seen!”’ which were encored with much enthusiasm. Mr. Broap- 
gurst as Don ntonio, and Mr. J. Buaxp as Don Ferdinand, exe- 
cuted their songs with infinite credit to themselves. 


Miss Carew was An interesting Clara, and sang with peculiar effect. 
Miss Povey represented Louisa, and gave her songs in a manner 
that she never surpassed. These sweet warblers received great and 
merited applause. 

But we now come to speak of Miss Ciara Fisner, who was put 
into the part of the “ cunning little Isaac.’’ We observed the other 
day that this odd performance would prove a curiosity, and so it 
did. But it is only as a curiosity we can refer to it. It is not to be 
expected that Isaac could be represented to the lite, for stature and 
voice were insuperable bars to that, bat we had the soul of Isaac, 
put forth as distinctly as our little heroine’s physical powers would 
permit. ‘The sayacity and humor—the excellent acting of the young 
prodigy, were fully exhibited in this character; and we laughed 
heartily at the comic imterview between the’ little Isaac and the 
Duenna. We viewed’ Mies Clara Fisher’s performance in this scene 
with close attention, and can safely. say, that there was hardly a 
point displayed by the late‘ little Simmons” as he was called, who 
was eminent in this character,,-but what Miss Fisher gave with 
wonderful truth and considerable ‘effect.. She has the great merit 
of always appearing abstracted in her character, whatever it may 
be, which is the grand art that establishes a high histrionic reputa- 
tion. ‘There are too many performers at preseat on the Stage who 
recognise the audience in their style of acting, by an eternal. address 
of voice and eye to it. This destroys the illusion of the. scene, and 
makes us only behold the actor not the character. :
